THREE GENERATIONS OF GENIUS. 


AND THE MUSICAL MARVEL THEY HAVE PERFECTED. 


ENEFICENT nature has placed within the 
soul of every human being the love of music. 
In every thousand she has picked a few for the 
richer dower of the ability to produceit. Among 
primitive people, those mortals thus favored have 
been set apart for special honor, and even wor- 
shiped because of their God-like power of pro- 
ducing melody that would stir even the soul of a 
savage. 

If the power to produce music in person be a 
great mark of genius, what may be said of those 
who have conceived and perfected the means by 
which any one can produce it? This magnifi- 
cent faculty, which means so much to every man 
or woman, lacking musical genius and education, 
has been conferred upon universal mankind by 
Mr. H. K. White, his sons and grandson, in the 
conception and perfection of the ANGELUs, by 
which every one, from the child of three years to 
the musical artist, can play the piano with perfect 
technique and expression, limited only by the 
power of the player to feel the music being played. 

The origin of all good inventions can be traced 
to the instinct and temperament of their in- 
ventors ; and the student of history finds in the 
White family ample indications of musical genius. 
Mr. H. K. White, the father, was born in 1822 ; 
he taught singing-school at eighteen, led the 
choir, played the violin and flute in church for 
many years. In 1849, he began manufacturing 
melodeons at New London, Conn. His oldest 
son, Mr. J. H. White, was from boyhood about 
his father’s factory, and at an early age began 
the study of constructing instruments and the 
tuning of organs and pianos. He sang in the 
church choir at twelve, played the organ in 
church at seventeen, and continued to do so for 
sixteen years thereafter. 

To Mr. E. H. White, the second son, since 
deceased, is given the credit for the conception of 
the idea of playing the piano mechanically by 
means of the music roll, and the first successful 
device for the work was constructed under his 
direction on the inside of a pianoin 1895 ; from 
which time until the present the ANGELUS has 
been placed on the inside of pianos.

They can be 
bought abroad 
for $750,000. Conforming to the opinion 
of the President and Secretary Taft, the 
Commission proposes to buy, or charter, 
them abroad. Steel dump-cars made 
at Pittsburg, some steel rails, and other 
commodities are needed for the work 
of canal construction. Pittsburg sells 
such things in Europe about thirty per 
cent. cheaper than at home. The Com- 
mission, the President and Secretary 
Taft concurring, proposes to buy in the 
cheapest market. It does not have to 
bring its wares into the United States. 
Why, then, pay United States high 
tariff prices ? 

Of course, the apostles of high pro- 
tection are scandalized that our pro- 
tected manufacturers should not be 
allowed the privilege of squeezing their 
own Government. The New York Mazi, 
for example, declares that the Presi- 
dent and Secretary ‘‘ have taken a step 
which is squarely against the national 
policy and should be retraced without 
delay.’’ If such a decision should not 
be rescinded, the Vaz/ thinks ‘‘it would 
be the duty of Congress to interfere at 
the first moment possible, andlay down 
the rule that American producers should 
have the preference in the purchases 
for the canal.’’ We guess the decision 
will not be rescinded. President Roose- 
velt does not intend to be his own suc- 
cessor in the White House, and wants 
to build as much canal as possible 
while he is still in office. He has no 
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special tenderness for the tariff as it 
stands, but believes in trimming it 
down. Moreover, there are four voters 
who want to see the canal economically 
built, and its supplies bought at the 
lowest price, to one who wants to see 
the highest prices paid for them. It 
is our money, brethren, that is going 
into that canal. Do we want to pay 
tariff prices for our steel unless we 
have to? Not on your life!

HE papers say the President is dic- 
tating a book on bears, and has 
contracted to furnish some one with 
two magazine articles about his recent 
hunting trip. Let us hope it is true. 
It will be interesting to see whether 
the President or Thomas Lawson can 
boost a magazine higher in the shorter 
time. These two are our greatest liter- 
ary dictators. Lawson has the advan- 
tage in that he can dictate intimate 
statements about folks, whereas the 
President will doubtless feel constrained 
to confine himself to discussing critters. 
But that advantage is partly offset by 
the superior confidence of readers that 
what the President dictates is so, and 
by the better adaptability of bear 
stories to illustration. 
If anyone thinks it is unbecoming in 
a President to contribute hunting 
stories to the magazines while in office, 
it is sufficient to point out that the 
President pays the costs of his own 
hunting journeys, including the rail- 
road expenses, and that the Presi- 
dential pocket is not so long as it 
would have been if the last Congress 
had done what it should have done 
and doubled the Presidential pay. If 
the country cannot pay its President a 
suitable salary, there can be no valid 
objection to the President’s turning his 
illustrious and energetic leisure to prof- 
itable account. That is better than 
accepting favors from the railroads, or 
staying at home to save money.

tion that our wages have 
got to come down, if we are to 
keep up with the procession 
commercially, is no doubt 

— amply justified. 

But what is to be done? 
Everybody knows what it is that keeps wages up. It’s 
the protective tariff. Who can doubt this, after hearing 
the Collective Wisdom of the Republican Party solemnly 
confess, out of the mouths ofits duly constituted and author- 
ized committees on resolutions, that such is indeed the fact ? 
And dare anyone lay impious hand on the tariff for its 
amendment ? 

Certainly not while the tragic fate of the Iowa idea is 
fresh in the public recollection. 

Of course wages are simply a fright in this country, 
Within ten years, the wages of sin have gone up from death 
to chronic indigestion, and are still soaring, and they afford 
only one instance out of many quite as striking. With a 
zeal that is characteristically blind, we continue to overdo the 
business of keeping body and soul together, all along the 
line, but particularly in the department of unskilled labor. 
We insist on too much soul. The same amount of body and 








half the amount of soul would answer every proper purpose, 
and could be kept together at a quarter (estimated ) of the 
expense. They order these things better in England, 
where the laboring classes confine themselves, generally, to 
about as much soul as will be content with meat and 
potatoes once a week.

At the End of the Season. 


OR many years it has been customary for 
LIFE at this season to print a review of 
the dramatic year. For reasons well known to 
LIFE’s readers the present review will neces- 
sarily be somewhat incomplete. Enough has 
been learned, however, from personal knowl- 
edge and trustworthy hearsay to venture the 
general statement that the season just closing 
has, like its immediate predecessors, recorded a 
decline in the artistic and literary standard of 
mq the American theatre. Even that main reliance 
a, of our ignorant and incompetent theatrical pur- 
) veyors, the imported attraction, has fallen off in 
quality. Too illiterate and too stupid to en- 
courage whatever native talent this country 
might possess, these men find themselves to-day 
in full control of practically al] the theatres in 
the United States and without dramatic or act- 
ing material to give their patrons anything but 
cheap and tawdry entertainment. 


* : * 


HE year started off with all things favorable to a most profitable 

season, Every part of the country was highly prosperous. No 
public calamity of any kind had dulled the popular interest in amuse- 
ments. ‘To be sure, there was a Presidential election imminent, but 
the canvass was not expected to be, and did not turn out to be, an ex- 
citing one. Despite these promising conditions, the season has, in fact, 
been a disastrous one. In New York the failures have been more 
than usually numerous. Away from New York the often-fooled pub- 
lic has shown a disposition to fight shy of any attractions but those 
which had something besides the bunco endorsement regularly 
worked up by the Trust. 


* * * 


SPECIALLY notable this season has been the apparent 
drying up of the dramatists. From the Americans 
we have had absolutely nothing of importance. Mr. 
Augustus Thomas has given us two pieces in light 
vein, one of which, ‘‘Mrs. Leffingwell’s Boots,” was 
amusing but not up to the author’s highest standard, 
Mr. Clyde Fitch, by his season’s output, has retrograded 
rather than advanced. The name of DeMille is renewed on the 
roster of American dramatists by the ‘‘ Strongheart”’ of one of that 
ilk in the second generation. Mr. George Ade, whose ‘‘County 
Chairman” led to hopes of something ambitious in the way of 
an American comedy from his pen, has given us only ‘' The 
College Widow,” excellent in its way but not ambitious in aim. 
The artistic triumph of the season, both in writing and presen- 
tation, is the work of an American by birth and early training 
but a Londoner by residence, Mr. Charles McClellan. How much 
of his ‘‘ Leah Kleschna” may claim purely American origin is a 
matter of dispute between him and Mrs. Fiske. 

Nothing of merit, excepting perhaps ‘‘ Les Affaires sont les Affaires,” 
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done into English as ‘‘Business 1s Business,” has come to us from 
France, and London, the main reliance of the Trust, has, with the 
exception of ‘‘ The Duke of Killicrankie,” sent us nothing but 
failures. Mr. Pinero, Mr. Jones, Mr. Grundy and Mr. Barrie have 
failed America in its time of greatest need. ‘‘ Letty,” ‘Joseph Entan- 
gled,” ‘‘The Rich Mrs. Repton” and ‘‘ The Wife Without a Smile ” 
have piped and the American public has not danced up to the box 
office to give the expected pecuniary return. Mr. Bernard Shaw seems 
to have been the only Briton who has scored at all. 

The artistic successes of the season have unquestionably been 
‘*Leah Kleschna” and ‘‘ The Music Master,” both well staged and 
admirably acted. ‘‘ Adrea’’ also stands out asa bright spot in the 
dull retrospect, and the engagements of Sir Charles Wyndham and 
Mme. Reyane do something to relieve the season from the charge of 
absolute mediocrity. Among the ‘‘revivals” turned to as a last 
resort to entice the wayward public, ‘‘ Trilby ” seems to have been the 
only one which has met with any great degree of favor. Comicopera 
has apparently gone out of fashion, not to be revived even by the 
drafting intoits ranks of such artists as Mme. Schumann-Heinck and 
Fritzi Scheff. In this kind of entertainment ‘‘Fantana” has been 
kept on fora long run, and ‘‘ Lady Teazle,” being a venture in a new 
field, and with Lillian Russell’s prestige to assist it, made a very con- 
siderable success. Not to be forgotten as an accomplishment of the 
year 1s the establishment of that monster attraction, the Hippodrome, 
which will have to be reckoned with as a fixture among New York’s 
amusements, 

The entirely frivolous shows, like those provided under the divided 
auspices of Messrs. Weber and Fields, do not appear to have tound 
that in division there was strength, if we may jucge by their early 
disappearance from the list of current amusements. They had lost 
much of their novelty and their providers found it more difficult than 
of yore to hold the public interest. On the other hand, the cheaper 
houses, which, like the Proctor theatres, furnish really excellent enter- 
tainment that more and more trenches on the domain of the high- 
priced theatres, have had a very prosperous year and have practically 
monopolized what used to be the gallery patronage of their com- 
petitors. 

In a general way, ‘‘ good riddance to bad rubbish ” seems to be a 
fitting valedictory for the closing season. Matters theatrical seem to 
be in a chaotic condition, and it may be that they will have to be a 
good deal worse before they can be better. 


* * * 


AR and away the most important happening 

of the season has been the rapid awakening 
of the American public to the fact that one of 
their most valuable and cherished institutions 
has fallen completely into the power of about as 
_ruffianly and ignorant a crew as ever scuttled a 
good ship. One of this gang has said with some 
truth that the public didn’t care to know who was 
responsible in a business way for its theatrical entertainments. This 
was true until the public was finally made to understand that the 
business management had become all-powerful and was meddling 
with things about which it knew no more than the proverbial pig did 
about the proverbial ruffled shirt. If the members of the Theatrical 
Trust had been content to confine their energies to the money-grab- 
bing for which they were equipped by nature and inheritance, the pub- 
lic might never have become interested in the question of who was or 
who was not getting the profits of the theatrical business, and inci- 
dentally doing everything possible to degrade the theatre as an insti- 
tution and bring dramatic art down to the level of the second-hand 
clothing business. The cheap vanity of these men made them in- 
trude their vulgar personalities into the public view. When finally 
a great public disaster and various lawsuits into which their greed 
had drawn them brought the notice of the whole country to what their 
control of the theatre in America meant to that institution, there 
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arose a feeling of disgust and indignation 
which is only just beginning to make itself 
felt. The sight of so delicatea commodity as 
dramatic art cornered by ignorant perjurers 
and brutal plug-uglies is having its effect. The 
corner may seem so complete as to be unas- 
sailable, but the American press and the 
American public acting together in their 
might will find a way to break it. 

If the season of 1904-'05 has been a bad one 
from the artistic point of view, it may prove, 
after all, to have had its uses.

hapless hog herder, the shouting steer 
fattener, the passionate cold-storage 
vaulter, and all the pragmatic primary 
plunderers of pot and pantry, will de- 
mand that we will rise in our majesty 
with a stuffed club and soak the Beef 
Banditti of Chicago.

ness principles. Naturally the rail- 
roads and middlemen objected and 
called the police; no self-respecting 
looter, remembering the sacrifices of 
his fathers for freedom, will submit to 
monopoly ; it was immoral and uncon- 
stitutional ; and the honest grafter in- 
dignantly demanded that he be pro- 
tected in the collection of the rake-off 
guaranteed him under the laws of the 
Republic. It was a call to freemen, 
which, if unheeded, would condemn 
many a noble looter to go to work, to be 
grafted like an ordinary American ass, 

A crisis had arrived. The American 
ass waked up and brayed in strident 
tones for something to be done; and 
the continent trembled. 

The American, as we know, is a lawe 
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abiding, reasonable being ; he knows he was born 
to be looted and grafted ; he makes laws to con- 
firm his birthright ; and he wishes to be skinned 
in an orderly and decorous way. He hates to 
have the police hold him down while the Beef 
3arons go through his pockets under the 
supervision of the Bench; but, when stern 
and unrelenting justice, backed by the 
power of the Administration and the 
decrees of the Supreme Court, will ar- 
range it sothat he can be robbedina 
perfectly legal manner and without his 
knowing the fact, the American ass will 
be content. 

The fact of looting does not disturb 
the American ; all things in nature and 
art are tributary and contributory ; the 
manners and the methods of contem- 
porary looters irritate his esthetic sense. 
It is the methods of the Beef men and 
the manners of the Iron road men that 
make him whine. 

Publicity annoys him ; he will not be 
looted to make an American holiday.

between an interested impatience to get on, and an irresisti- 
ble temptation to linger for full enjoyment by the way.
